Thirty policy ticket salesmen for | 
the Eagle Park lottery, huge East 
Side racket which has an annual 
“take” of $4,000,000, have operated 
in St. Louis for a number of years 
with police protection, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

The salesmen, it was reported, 
obtained their protection from 
eight district police sergeants, 
seven of whom were paid $50 a 
week and the other $100. About 
$2000 a month was earmarked for 
the St. Louis protection, and an 
additional $1500 for pay-offs to 
some officials gf small East Side 
communities. 

The Eagle Park lottery, reputed 
to be the largest in the country, 
paid, in addition, approximately 
$7000 a month in a lump sum for 
over-all police and political pro- 
tection in East St. Louis and St.

The eight St. Louis policemen 
were regular callers at the back 
door of the Harlem Club in Love- 
joy, a Negro community on the 
outskirts of East St. Louis, which 
is headquarters of the policy 
game. Usually the police officers 
were paid off there but on some 
occasions their pay was sent to 
them through principal writers. 

Board to Investigate at Once. 

The St. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners will begin an in- 
vestigation immediately, and will 
hold a meeting tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the situation, Mark Eagleton, 
president of the. board, said today. 

Eagleton said he previously had 
received anonymous letters com- 
plaining of a “policy racket pay- 
off.” but added, “we never have 
had anything as definite on it as 
the story in the Post-Dispatch.

About 35,000 oil workers are on 
strike in eight states and the union 
has threatened to expand the 
walkout to include a total of 250,- 
000 to enforce its demand for a 
wage increase. 

(In the entire country more 
than 1,850,000 workers in all lines 
were off their jobs, some 370,000 
idle by strikes, the others hit in- 
directly by the stoppages.) 

Warren said he and Schwellen- 
bach “feel that this oil strike is 
more critical than any other in 
the nation at the present time.” 

“Tt is our opinion,” he_ said, 
“that the oil strike is holding up 
reconversion to a greater extent 
than any other strike.” 

Warren said he understands 
that Schwellenbach had consulted 
with other cabinet members re- 
garding the strike. 

The CIO Oil Workers Interna- 
tional Union disclosed yesterday 
that its executive council had 
authorized a country-wide atrike, 
if the conciliation meetings fail to 
settle the issues. 

The union is demanding a 30 
per cent increase in pay, aimed 
to give workers 52 hours pay for 
a 40-hour postwar week. Daniel 
T. Pierce of Sinclair Refining Co., 
an industry spokesman, said last 
night that the oil companies were 
“more or less committed to a 15 
per cent wage increase but they 
(the union) are not going to get 
one penny above it.” 

O. A. Knight, union president, 
denied industry spokemen’s state- 
ments that the union was inject- 
ing extraneous issues into the 
hearings. He asserted the com- 
panies had “repeated their re- 
fusal to bargain on the issue,” 
which he described as wages.

FPC Report Submitted by 
Murray at MVA Hear- 
ing Shows Small Cut in 
Missouri Power Costs 
in 10 Years.

port of the Federal Power Com- 
mission today comparing charges 
for electricity in the Tennessee 
Valley and in the Missouri Valley 
showed that St. Louisans could 
save $6,737,652 a year if TVA rates 
applied there, 

The report, prepared at the re- 
quest of Senator James E. Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana, author of 
a bill to create a Missouri Valley 
Authority modeled after the Ten-

nessee Valley Authority, was sub- 
mitted to a Senate Subcommittee 
on irrigation and Reclamation 
which is considering Murray’s bill. 

It discussed the power poten- 
tialities of dams in the Missouri 
River system and concluded with 


this statement by Leland Olds, 
acting chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission: 

“As in the Columbia and Ten- 
nessee Valley programs, the co- 
ordinated operation of reservoir 
systems to produce the greatest 
amount of power consistent with 
attaining the objectives of flood 
control, irrigation and navigation, 
will be ‘required to obtain the best 
possible results. 

“A co-ordinating program of 
power marketing and utilization 
will also be required, including 
research directed to increasing 
industrial development and stimu- 
lating the use of power in the 
home and on the farm.” 

Comparison of Rates. 

Most homes in the Missouri Val- 
ley, the FPC reported, pay $3.75 
a month or more for 100 kilowatt 
hours a month, compared with 
$2.50 for the same electrical en- 
ergy under basic TVA rates. On 
bills for 250 kilowatt hours a 
month the TVA rate is $5 and the 
average in the Missouri Valley, 
$7.08, 

Discussing rate decreases in the 
last 10 years, the report said the 
reduction in Tennessee had been 
37.6 per cent, This was compared 
with 5.9 per cent in Missouri, 21.1 
in Nebraska (where all power util- 
ities are now publicly owned); 
14.8 in Montana, 17.4 in Colorado, 
18.4 in Iowa; 9 in Kansas; 17.1 in 
North Dakota, 20.8 in Wyoming, 
and 9.8 in South Dakota. 

The estimated saving in - St. 
Louis if TVA rates were applied 
was divided into $1,963,238 for rea- 
idential customers, and $4,774,414 
for commercial and_ industrial 
users of electricity. 

The report was to have been 
submitted last week, when pro- 
ponents of MVA were heard, but 
it was not delivered to Senator 
Murray until today. It was pre- 
sented to the subcommittee as it 
was hearing witnesses opposed to 
MVA.

COLD BAY, Alaska, Aug. 8 (De- 
layed) (AP)—Nearly 100 small 
American warships were delivered 
to Russian crews here at this se- 
cret base on the tip of the Alaskan 
peninsula before Russia formally 
entered the war against Japan, 

This \base and the delivery of 
the ships was a closely guarded 
secret and marine guards were 
posted throughout the area to in» 
sure the secrecy of the project. 

In batches of from eight to 15 
ships at a time, the ships were 
transferred under lend-lease to 
Soviet sailors. The ships included 
patrol craft, mine sweepers, de- 
stroyer escorts and landing craft, 
infantry—the famous LCIs that 
played such an important role in 
the Pacific war. 

Russian crews boarded the ships 
here, They were taught to 
maneuver the ships, then the small 
flotillas set out across the north 
Pacific. 

The exact number of ships 
handed over to Russia has not 
been revealed, but best estimates 
place the number at between 90 
and 100 craft. 

Delivery of the warships began 
shortly after the historic Yalta 
conference.

Officials 
could not estimate how many of 
its employes would accompany the 
organization to Washington.

BUDAPEST, Sept. 26 (delayed) . 
(AP)—Premier Bela Miklos late 
today accepted a United States 
tender of recognition of his gov- 
ernment in the form of an offer 
to negotiate a peace treaty, it was 
learned from a reliable source. 

The American offer reportedly 
was made last Saturday, two days 
ahead of a recognition offer by 
the Soviet Union, in a note hand- 


ed to Foreign Minister Gyong- 
yosyi by Arthur Schoenfeld, head- 
ing the United States diplomatic 
mission in Hungary. 

Although the move was under- 
stood to have followed conferences 
on a high level, Marshal Klementi 
Voroshilov, Russian occupation 
chief here, apparently was not 
aware of it until Sunday. Miklos 
was to have had a cabinet meet- 
ing Monday to consider the Amer- 
ican offer, it was learned, but 
Voroshilov asked him to postpone 
it until he could communicate 
with Moscow. 

British Holding Back. 

(London dispatches yesterday 
said it was learned that the 
United States was preparing to 
recognize Hungary. Such a move 
would eliminate one of the diffi- 
culties in the way of an under- 
standing between the _ Soviet 
Union and the western Allies on 
Balkan affairs, American offi- 
cials in London were quoted as 
saying they were going ahead of 
the British in their attitude to- 
ward Hungary.

LUENEBURG, Germany, Sept. 
27 (AP)—Miss Hanka Rozencweag 
testified today that one of the 45 
defendants in the Belsen and 
Oswiecim concentration camp 
trials set a dog on her “which 
savagely attacked me, tore my.

The witness, a 25-year-old Polish 
Jewess whose mistreatment is one 
of the specific war crimes men- 
tioned in the formal indictment of 
12 of the Oswiecim defendants, 
said Irma Grese set on the dog 
when another of the defendants, 
Ilsa Lothe, complained that Miss 
Rozencweag’s work was not satis- 
factory. 

Preceding Miss Rozencweag on 
the stand was a pale Polish youth 
in an American uniform who re- 
sumed his story of atrocities at 
Oswiecim where he said his broth- 
er was beaten to death. 

Abraham Glinowiecki, who yes- 
terday broke into sobbing in the 
midst of the recital, had told the 
court his brother was caught in 
the woman's compound, where he 
had gone contrary to regulations 
to trade cigarettes for food, and 
was taken to the block leader's 
room. 

He said his brother was bent 
over a chair. held down by some- 
one digging a knee into his neck, 
and given 75 lashes. When the 
S.S. was through with the whip he 
was kicked through the door into 
the prison yard. 

“He died in the hospital and I 
never got to see him,” Glinowiecki 
said. 

In Prison 3 Years. 


Glinowiecki, who spent three 
years at Oswiecim and Belsen 
concentration camps, pointed to 
Peter Weingartner as the man 
who ordered the beating.

(The account said: “In a state- 
ment it was pointed out that this 
decision of the Soviet Government 
was undertaken taking into con- 
sideration the assistance given by 
Hungary toward the success of 
the struggle against Hitler Ger- 
many, and the loyal fulfillment of 
the armistice agreement by Hun- 
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late this afternoon 
acknowledged the American offer 
with a note to Schoenfeld express- 
ing his happiness and representing 
Hungary as willing to abide by 
the terms of Yalta and other Big 
Three conference programs.

MacARTHUR SAID 
TO HAVE WANTED 
TO SPIT ON JAPS 


DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 27 (AP).— 
Ted Dealey, president of the Dal- 
las Morning News, who was one 
of the American newspaper men 
to witness the Japanese surrender 
on the United States ship Mis- 
souri, yesterday gave a luncheon 
club additional hitherto unpub- 
lished quotations from Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur on the Japanese. 

Three hundred Texas business 
and professional men applauded 
Dealey when he said: 

“Gen, MacArthur is the best 
man the United States could have 
in authority in Japan. He knows 
the Japanese people, their psy- 
chology and how to deal with the 
whole problem of Japan. The 
American Government wil] be 
smart if it lets MacArthur handle 
the situation in the Far East.” 

Dealey said that at the luncheon 
he attended at MacArthur's resi- 
dence in Yokohama on Sept. 4 
where the Japanese surrender 
ceremonies were discussed, Mac- 
Arthur said, informally and off 
the record: 

“I felt like leaning over the sur- 
render table and spitting in their 
faces, but I thought it might de- 
tract from the dignity of the oc- 
casion.”

Names and Date of Death on Boxes Contain- 
ing Remains Falsified, but Official 
List Provides Verification.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 27 (AP)—

little flyers who were executed by 


the Japanese were recovered from 
a shelf in a Shanghai funeral par- 
lor today as eyewitnesses told how 


the men were shot through the) 


head Oct. 15, 1942, while they

The ashes of the airmen, who 
executed on direct orders 
from Tokyo, were pointed out to 
Capt. J. S. Bailey of San Fran- 
cisco, War Crimes Commission in- 
vestigator, by Japanese 
of the Kiangwan military prison 
near here, The victims were held 
in the prison before their cold- 
blooded shooting in an old Chi- 
nese cemetery. 

Names of the Americans had 
been deliberately falsified, as well 
as the date of their deaths, but 
the Japanese produced an official 
list verifying that the fictitious 
names of the boxes corresponded 
to those of the executed men. The 
ages tallied. 

Ashes of Fourth Also Found. 

TOhe ashes were delivered at 
the International Funeral Direc- 
tors, a civilian mortuary, on Nov. 
14, 1942, 30 days after the execu- 
tions. No attempt had been made 
to deliver them to the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. Today they 
were turned over to an American 
graves registrations, officer for 
shipment to the United States. 

It was learned that the ashes 
of a fourth Doolittle flyer, Lt. 
R. J. Meder, who died of malnu- 
trition, dysentery and _ beri-beri, 
had been found in Nanking and 
were being sent here. 

Seizure earlier of court martial! 
records which condemned flyers 
had afforded proof that the in- 
furiated Japanese military 
singled out the three airmen for 
discriminatory treatment. 

The Japanese Government, in 
response to United States pro- 
tests, had contended that airmen 
were handled as all other prison- 
ers of war. The court-martial 
papers, however, showed that the 
flyers, among the 80 who raided 
Tokyo and other Japanese cities

gentina. It followed by 24 hours 
the suppression of an uprising by 
the military garrison at Cordoba.

DRUGGIST PUT ON PROBATION 


FOR ILLEGAL PARAGORIC SALE 


Harry Sandler, 
prieor at 6335 Delmar boulevard, 
University City, was placed on 
three years’ probation today by 
United States District 
George H. Moore, after he 
pleaded no contest to a charge of 
selling paregoric in violation of 
the narcotic laws. 

A narcotic agent testified that 
Sandler sold him a one-gallon can 
of paregoric without a prescrip- 
tion, last May, for $30. Sandler's 
lawyer, Morris Shenker, said 


Sandler was guilty of a technical | 


violation, but ‘pleaded that many 
other druggists sold paregoric 
without prescriptions. Shenker 
said his wife had bought 
quantities of paregoric, without 
prescription, in all of 12 drug 
stories which she visited, at his 
request, after Sandler's arrest.

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion formally announced today 
that from Sundey through Oct. 27 
no points would be required for 
lower grades of beef, veal and 
lamb, 

Also ration-free will be ham- 
burger, lamb and veal patties, and 
all cheaper cuts of all grades of 
meat. These include such cuts 
as short ribs and brisket of beef, 
breast and flank of lamb and 
shank of veal. 

Points are being eliminated, too, 
on all canned sausage, 
frankfurters, luncheon’ varieties 
and all other products made from 
lower grades meat,

This will leave on the ration list 
at current point values all pork 
cuts, bacon and other cured meats, 
the choice cuts of beef, veal and 
lamb of top grades—such as 
steaks, roasts and chops—and but- 
ter, margarine and other fats and 
oils. 

Points on Canned Fish Cut. 

Points on canned fish are being 
trimmed two to three points a 
pound, 

OPA said it was in agreement 
with the Agriculture Department 
that rationing of pork and the 
three top grades of beef, veal and 
lamb (AA, A and B) must be 
continued. 

“Without rationing, most con- 
sSumers in areas that do not pro- 
duce these meats would find it 
difficult if not impossible to get 
their fair share,” OPA said, 

But there was this good news 
on increasing supply of meat: 
The Agriculture Department esti- 
mated that the average annual 
civilian rate in October would be 
from 147 to 150 pounds per capita. 
A few months ago the yearly rate 
was about 115 pounds. To meet 
full demand the rate would have 
to be close to 165 pounds, it was 
stated, 

Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles said the seasonal increase 
in marketing of range-fed cattle 
is the principal reason one-third of 
the meat supply can be made ra- 
tion-free. These cattle produce 
the lower grades of beef. 

Increase of 11.15 Pct. 

According to the Agriculture 
Department, civilians during Oc- 
tober will have total of 1,502,700,- 
000 pounds of meat, as compared 
with 1,352,000,000 pounds this 
month. This is an increase of 
11.15 per cent. 

OPA said that supplies of but- 
ter, margarine, lard and cooking 
and salad oils have improved, but 
not enough to warrant a cut in 
point values. The agency noted, 
however, that because a number 
of meat cuts will be ration-free, 
housewives will have more points 
for fats and oils, 

The usual monthly allotment of 
50 red points will become valid 
next Monday. The new stamps, in 
ration book 4, are Rl, Sl, Tl, Ul 
and V1. Stamps V2, W2, X2, Y2 
and Z2 expire Sunday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 27— 
The long-continued absence of 
Senator A. Falzone of St, Louis 
County from sessions of the Mis- 
souri Senate has left the 320,512 
residents of St. Louis, Franklin | 
and Gasconade counties without 
representation in that body dur- 
ing the framing of legislation to 
make effective the new Constitu- 
tion.

Senate Criticized. 


A long delay which has resulted | 
from a failure of attorneys repre- 
senting the Senate and those rep- | 
resenting Falzone to agree on 
trial procedure has caused some 
public criticism of the Senate, 

Falzone told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in his law office in Clayton 
that he fully expected to be ready 
for trial Oct. 22. He said he had 
been under a doctor’s treatment 
for coronary thrombosis and that | 
he had been able to go to his law 
office for only about two hours a 
day, an hour in the morning and 
an hour in the afternoon. 

He was re-elected to the Senate 
in 1944 for a four-year term. The 
Senate, if he should be convicted, 
has the power to expel him. 

Falzone is not the only Senator 
who has frequently absented him- | 
self from sessions, although none | 
of the others have an absentee | 
record even approaching his, Un-| 
til this week there has been such 
a small attendance since the sum- | 
mer recess that the transaction of 
important business has been im- 
possible. Rarely has there been 
more than a bare quorum present 
and on some days the roll call 
was dispensed with to avoid a/|

greater financial backing the 
sritish would: 

1. Be able to make better bar- 
gains witn other countries. 

2. Get more assistance and co- 
operation from other countries, 
3. Probably actually use less 
money from the United States 
than if they got a smaller credit 

here. 

The contention on the last point 
is that if the British have ample 
credit backing they will be in a 
better trading position with other 
countries. 

Spend It Anywhere. 

A once-held view that expendi 
ture of ‘the money might be lim- 
ited to the United States has been’ 
pretty well eliminated, The belief 
now is that the loan should be 
available for the British to draw 


on as they need it. They could use 


it to finance purchases in, India, 
Argentina or anywhere else. 

This it is contended, would serve 
the purpose of promoting world 
trade while at the same time as- 
syming that the money eventually 
would be spent in the United 
States because dollars always have 
to come home in some manner. 

One of the tough problems is the 
interest rate. The question is 
whether it should be high enough 
to pay for the cost of borrowing 
the money in this country.

This is considerably less 
than the current rate of 2% per 
cent charged on postwar lend- 
lease credits to some nations other 
than Britain.

In Defense of Motor Carriers 
To the Editor of the Post-Diapatch: 

I have read with a great deal of in- 
terest the press notices quoting excerpts 
from an address by Fred G. Gurley, pres- 
ident of the Santa Fe Railroad, before 
the Traffic Club. Apparently Mr. Gur- 
ley reiterated the weatherbeaten asser- 
tion of the railroads that the various 
forms of transportation operating in 
competition with the rail lines are the 
beneficiaries of public funds in the form 
of subsidies. Mr. Gurley is quoted as 
saying that the subsidy in the case of 
highway carriers “is for building new 
highways and improving old.” 

This statement is a complete distortion 
of the facts. The special tax bill of the 
nation’s truck operators amounted to 
$570,000,000 in 1944, the equivalent of 
more than $1,500,000 each day for the 
privilege of using the streets and high- 
ways, These represent registration fee: 
levies on gasoline and other forms 
especial taxes, and do not include the oth- 
er general-levies paid by business con 
cerns. The special taxes paid by truck 
operators more than cover the trucking 
industry's fair share of the cost of con- 
structing, maintaining and supervising 
the country’s roads and streets. 

Mr. Gurley completely ignores the 
findings of the late Joseph B. Eastman 
in his capacity as Federal Co-ordinator 
of Transportation, which followed a 
comprehensive study of the relation of 
taxes paid by motor truck operators to 
benefits received in the form of highway 
use in the period 1921 through 1937. The 
finding was that motor truck operators 
actually paid in taxes $385,000,000 in ex- 
cess of their fair share of highway costs. 

It is significant that the Santa Fe 
Railroad engages in extensive carriage 
of both property and passengers by mo- 
tor vehicle through its subsidiaries, San- 
ta Fe Transportation Company and 
Santa Fe Trailways, respectively. Thus 
Mr Gurley finds himself in the em- 
barrassing position of charging that the 
Santa Fe is being subsidized and is the 
beneficiary of public funds, 

While motor trucks comprise only 17 
per cent of all the motor vehicles in the 
United States, they pay approximately 
32 per cent of the special vehicular taxes 
co¥ected by the Federal, State and local 
governments. Further, motor truck op- 
erators pay on the average 27 different 
kinds of direct taxes. 

A substantial portion of the taxes paid 
by truck operators is not used for high- 
way purposes but is diverted to unre- 
lated projects such as education and 
public health. In the period since 1935, 
the figures indicate that in excess of 
one billion dollars in motor vehicle taxes 
has beén thus diverted. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Mr. 
Gurey has not given a correct statement 
of the facts as they exist and as they 
may be proved by the record.

The East Side rackets are Big Business, They 
have a gigantic volume that would be the envy 
of a great majority of legitimate enterprises. 
And since the profit margin in the rackets far 
exceeds the limits possible for any up-and-up 
field of business, the return to their promoters 
is tremendously lucrative. 

These rackets are, of course, illegal. Every 
policy slip sold and every nickel taken in by a 
gambling machine violates the laws of Illinois. 
The $7,000,000 total revenue is money unlawfully 
amassed. 

Yet this is no illegal enterprise that can be 
hidden away in a dark basement. To collect 
the $4,000,000 from the policy racket, scores and 
possibly hundreds of agents must be out can- 
vassing every day. To run up $3,000,000 from 
slot machines, the devices must be installed in 
a large number of taverns and other establish- 
ments over the racket area. 

How have the rackets escaped official notice 
if they are on such a widespread scale as the 
figures represent? Why haven't the St. Clair 
County authorities found out about them long 
ago and moved in to prosecute the promoters 
and put them out of business? 

Obviously, nobody is so gullible as to believe 
that the local authorities don’t know about these 
rackets. When illegal enterprises thrive on such 
a scale as that, the only sensible conclusion is 
that they do so by virtue of official tolerance. 
That kind of tolerance, in the time-worn formula, 
means pay-offs for protection. It may also mean 
attempts to “muscle in,” and murderous warfare 
among the gamblers, and all the sordid after- 
math of official corruption. 

The Federal men are interested only in round- 
ing up income tax delinquents. Their inquiries 
and their collectigns serve only to show the out- 
line of the picture. Cleaning up the racket is 
not the duty of Internal Revenue agents. That 
is the responsibility of the county or, if its offi- 
cials default, of the State. 

The basic facts about the size of the rackets 
are out. There are many more facts still to be 
sought and dug up as to their operation. There 
are names to be named, and divisions of the un- 
lawful revenue to be tracked down. 

This is the best and biggest chance in years to 
clean up that miasma of gambling, racketeering 
and corruption on the East Side. Immediate 
action is called for on the part of Illinois au- 
thorities and the St. Louis Police Board. 


What W ould Be Impressive 


History was made today, so we are told, and 
all precedent shattered when Emperor Hirohito 
left his palace and called on Supreme Com- 
mander MacArthur at the United States Em- 
bassy in Tokyo. . 

We aren't impressed. What would be impres- 
sive would be for the Son of Heaven to leave 
his palace for the prisoner’s dock, to be tried as 
Japan’s War Criminal No. 1. That’s the kind of 
precedent-breaking which would mean’ some- 
thing. That would be really to make history. 
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The Need of Restraint 

What thought would strike Francis Bacon, the 
great Elizabethan philosopher, if he were alive 
to see such affairs as that of the New York ele- 
vator operators? Universal though his under- 
standing was, Bacon lived in an age of great self- 
reliance. Surely, to see that men could become 
so specialized, so dependent on one another that 
a small minority’s decision not to do its job 
could hinder or prevent the work of multitudes, 
would leave him gasping. 

Indeed, when we pause to think, it leaves us 
all perplexed. Our manner of life imposes pe- 
culiar new necessities that even our grandfathers 
would never understand. For better or worse, 
we have cheerfully bartered away a part of 
our ancestors’ individual self-reliance in return 
for greater warmth and better nourishment, 
longer life span and stronger security in person 
and property. We have reached a rather awful 
dependence on one another, the ougcome of me- 
chanical power and the close teamwork of high- 
volume production. | 

The point is. of course, that we can no longer 
afford to conduct ourselves as men did in 
Bacon's Elizabethan England. Bacon, or any 
other rational mind of any epoch, could warn 
us that any group in our society, be it hirers of 
labor or the hired, needs most urgently to take 
sober thought before gumming up the works. 
Disregarding that self-imposed restraint can only 
lead to breakdown 
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An Insufficient Oil Policy 


The Anglo-American oil pact is described by 
William H. Stoneman as “a pretty toothless af- 
fair,” and certainly the weasel words with which 
it defines an international oil policy have a 
shabby look in comparison with the fine words 
of the Atlantic Charter on the same subject. 

In the Charter, Britain and the United States 
pledged, “with due regard for their existing obli- 
gations, to further the enjoyment by all states, 
great or small, vittor or vanquished, of access, 
on equal terms, to the trade and to the raw ma- 
terials of the world which are needed for their 
economic prosperity.” 

The Anglo-American oil pact sets up the prin- 
ciple that “adequate quantities of petroleum 
should be accessible in international trade to 
nationals of all countries.” The weasel words 
are “in international trade.” 

Whereas the Charter pledged equal access to 
the raw resource, the oil pact holds out only the 
prospect that other countries may have the right 
to buy petroleum from those countries that en- 
joy equal access. In what way that could be 
considered any improvement on the arrange- 
ments that have prevailed in the past, it would 
be difficult to imagine. 

So far as the pact settles the United States's 
right to oil concessions in Arabia, well and good,

French demand for oil, which has become an 
indispensable of national defense. 

France feels, as a Paris newspaper said at the 
time, that in the settlement of World War I 
it received “‘just enough oil for the Rolls-Royce 
of M. Clemenceau.” Its desire for increased oil 
supplies, to which it will have direct access, will 
be satisfied either by reasonable methods or by 
maneuverings that will endanger the peace of 
the whole Arab world. No declaration of inter- 
national oil policy that disregards the legitimate 
aspirations of France for oil of its own will come 
anywhere near settling this vexing problem. 
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U.S. View of Franco 


There should be no longer an iota of doubt 
in the minds of Franco and his henchmen as to 
the official American view of their Fascist Gov- 
ernment. 

President Truman said a month ago that we 
don’t like Franco or his Government, strong 
words for a chief executive to direct to a 
theoretically friendly government. 

Soon after, a State Department response to 
a private citizen's inquiry was made public. The 
letter said it was a basic fact that “so long as the 
regime retains its present character, there can 
be no expectation either of cordial relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States, or of con- 
structive measures by us to assist Spain.” 

Now a letter by President Roosevelt, written 
last March, is put into the record. In the letter, 
written to Norman Armour when he became 
Ambassador to Spain, the late President said 
that “I can see no place in the community of 
nations for governments founded on Fascist 
principles.” 

Franco Spain is founded on Fascist principles. 
It was a member of the Axis, and aided the 
Axis belligerents during the war by means of 
spying, sabotage, propaganda, in this hemisphere 
and elsewhere, and by sending a division to the 
Russian front. Now Franco says his country 
was neutral, and avows his high regard for the 
United Nations, but the pretext deceives nobody. 

All these statements, together with the sharp 
rebuke Spain received in being denied admit- 
tance to the United Nations Organization, should 
be of the greatest encouragement to the Spanish 
Republicans, who are now unifying their forces 
in the hope of some day returning their country 
to the list of democracies. When that time comes, 
the Spanish fighters for freedom can expect 
strong support, both official and unofficial, from 
this country. 
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Close Vote on a Treasury Grab 

It isn’t surprising to learn that Representative 
John J. Cochran of St. Louis led the fight to 
turn back an effort by two promoters to collect 
millions of dollars from the Government for 
profits on a ship deal in 1917. The promoters 
put up no money, held the ships only a month 
and realized a $550,000 profit, Cochran told the 
His case Was so convincing that the 
House- turned thumbs down on considering a 
bill that would have enabled the men to press 
their claim for potential profits now totaling, 
with interest, 18 or 20 million dollars, This is 
the sort of thing Mr. Cochran has been fighting 
for years, to the benefit of the public purse. 

What IS surprising about the episode is the 
fact that 142 Representatives voted for the pro- 
moters’ interest. This was only five fewer than 
opposed the exorbitant claim on the taxpayers’ 
money. Such a volume of votes against the pub- 
lic interest just goes to show that Congress 
needs more Vigilant Treasury watchdogs like 
Mr. Cochran. 
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Jury Service for Women 

In harmony with the new Constitution, the 
House bill to open jury service to women in 
Missouri makes it not so much a duty as a 
privilege. Unlike men, who have to have or 
invent excuses to escape service, women will 
have only to ask to be exempted. 

Here, of course, the Constitutional Convention 
erred, evidently out of a misplaced chivalry. If 
rights are to be equal, obligations, too, should 
be equal. The error, however, is minor com- 
pared with the major gain to democratic govern- 
ment in throwing open this field of community 
service to women. Indeed, it should have been 
done years ago, when women gained the power 
to vote, 

The convention’s error can be made more 
minor in practical effect if women will refrain 
from using their easy exemption except for real 
cause, Male juries have too often been over- 
Joaded with ne’er-do-wells who have nothing to 
lose by the small fees paid them. Men of more 
ability have too often talked themselves out of 
serving. In consequence, past juries have too 
often represented a level of education and in- 
telligence below the average of society at large. 

Missouri’s women could now shame the men, 
and set them a good example, by making a more 
faithful discharge of this obligation. 
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Two men climbed to the 102nd floor of the 
Empire State Building because the elevator op- 
erators were on strike. Who said there were 
no new frontiers? 
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The Chamber’s Reversal 


Last June, the executive committee of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce approved a dec- 
laration of policy by the United States Chamber 
which said, among other things: 

«There should be no further Federal ap- 
propriations or participation in the financ-' 
ing of public subsidized or welfare housing. 


On Tuesday, the board of directors of the lo- 
cal Chamber reversed this position. It decided to 
support legislation pending in Congress, “look- 
ing toward Government assistance in housing 
projects—both public and private.” 

This is the course of realism. There is cer- 
tain to be legislation to encourage both public 
and private housing and, if the work of St. 
Louis’s Anti-Slum Commission is to be success- 
ful, St. Louis must take advantage of such legis- 
lation. 

Private industry, we trust, can do most of the 
housing job in the United States, but, as every 
student of the problem has long ago concluded, 
there are areas in which Government assistance 
is necessary and will be forthcoming, 
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One of Shakespeare’s warriors complained: 
“Othello’s occupation’s gone.” He should be 
here to help with MacArthur's occupation.

Order dissolving OSS sets up nothing comparable in its place, news- 
paper says; tug of war between War and State departments over 
remnants is predicted; neither military minds nor diplomats alone 
capable of doing this essential job; new unified agency is urged.

It is disquieting to see how the issue of 
what to do with the Office of Strategic 
Services has been fobbed off. 

In this Atomic Age our military policy, 
we insist, rests on two pillars: technologi- 
cal research and a world-wide intelligence 
service. Model organizations in respect of 
both were produced in wartime. One was 
headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush, the other 
by Gen, Donovan, 

Under the new presidential order, Dono- 
van’s OSS is to be dissolved, but nothing 
comparable in its place is to be established, 
so far as we can make out from the order. 


The research and analysis branches of 
the OSS would go to the State Department. 
Such related activities as are designated 
would likewise go there, and the final say 
in this respect is given to the Budget Bu- 
reau, The War Department is specifically 
handed the OSS organization in and relat- 
ing to Germany and Austria. 


Functions Would Be Split 


In other words, G2, which is remembered 
today only for forecasting that Russia 
would fold up in six weeks after Hitler's 
invasion, would be given these functions. 
Finally, the President directs Mr. Byrnes 
to head an interdepartmental committee to 
determine what the permanent setup will 
be after Dec, 31. 

All this means that, once the OSS has 
been dissolved, there will be little chance 
of reassembling it. On the cards, the inter- 
departmental committee would simply be a 
tug of war between War and State until 
a compromise apportionment is made. 

We know that the dissevered bits, espe- 
cially when robbed of the personne] that 
made them a living organization, would 
never be related. (War and State can’t even 
get related at the policy-making level about 
Japan.) Even if one or the other got all 
the OSS, however, we feel that neither 
War nor State would do the job that the 
times call for. 


War Department Blunders 


G2 is staffed by men with military 
minds to whom intelligence work, which 
occupies the lowliest estate at West Point, 
is merely a way Station in a round of 
duties in all branches of military service. 
No wonder it made such egregious blunders 
during the war—with boners as to the 
fighting capacity of France and Britain 
which were in keepitig with the more 
notérious prognostication about Russia.

KAGAWA’S FEET OF CLAY 
From the Nashville Tennessean. 

Those who once hailed Toyohiko Kagawa, 
the Japanese Christian, as a modern 
“saint,” may be compelled reluctantly to 
conclude that this former idol has devel- 
oped feet of clay. 

A number of fine impressions about Ka- 
gawa have been shattered since the Amer- 
icans reached Tokyo. It had been sup- 
posed that he had spent the war years in 
prison afid, because of his frail constitu- 
tion, had died a martyr to his convictions. 
Now it is learned that he was released 
after only a few weeks in jail and threw 
his influence behind the “sublime imperial 
polity.” 

In an interview, Kagawa professed to 
see no conflict between his long-voiced 
pacificism and his indorsement of Tojo’s 
virulent form of nationalism. Finally, it 
appears that he is willing to join hands 
with the present Japanese Government and 
work for the “moral regeneration” of Japa- 
nese millions, 

When it is remembered that more than 
one militarist and feudal leader ascribed 
Japan’s defeat to the “moral” failure of 
the masses, one may not expect Kagawa’s 
influence to help bring about that revolu- 
tion which is necessary before democracy 
can develop. A democpatic revolution can- 
not he effected from the top down, and 
Kagawa is joining the top forces. 


Skeptic on the W orld Charter 
Argues for Stronger Authority 


“The Anatomy of Peace.’’ by Emery Reeves. (Har- 
per & Brothers, New York.) 

There is joy in the world because the 
United Nations Charter has been written, 
with its promise of peace, but in the midst 
of the rejoicing comes a Jeremiah crying 
out that that it cannot bring peace because 
inherent in it are the causes of war. Wars, 
says Emery Reeves, come from conflict of 
interests between sovereign states uncon- 
trolled by a higher sovereignty exercising 
the powers of law. 

Although this was written before the 
United Nations Charter was framed, the 
reasoning applies because under it non- 
integrated social units of equal sovereignty 
will still come into contact, unrestrained 
by a larger and higher unit. Therefore, by 
the Reeves thesis, there will be wars until 
a larger and higher unit is created. There 
can be no peace until the sovereignty of 
law is set up over and above the clashing 
social units, integrating the warring units 
into a higher sovereignty. 

Take as an example the United States. 
Suppose, argues Mr. Reeves, the sovereign 
State of New York does something harm- 
ful to the economic and labor conditions of 
Connecticut. If no higher sovereignty ex- 
isted, all that Connecticut could do about 
it would be to go to. war with New York. 
But a higher Federal sovereignty protects 
the people against each other, 

. * * 


So should it be throughout the world, 
says Mr. Reeves, and it takes something 
ynore than a United Nations Charter, It 
takes, as he sees it, an over-all authority 
such as the Federal authority of the United 
States over the individual states, 

Sovereignty of the people must stand, 
Reeves declares, above the nations so that 
under it each nation may be equal, just as 
each individual is equal under the law in 
a civilized state. 

“The question,” he says, “is not one of 
‘surrendering’ national sovereignty. The 
problem is not negative and does not in- 
volve giving up something we already have. 
The problem is positive—creating some- 
thing we lack, something we have never 
had, but that we imperatively need.” It is 
universal law to take the place of unen- 
forceable treaty obligations entered into 
by nation-states and disregarded by them 
whenever it suits their purpose. 

What Reeves thinks is needed is not na- 
tionalism or internationalism, but univer- 
salism, a movement proclaiming that its 
purpose is to create peace by a legal order 
between men beyond and above the exist- 
ing nation-state structure. The author ad- 
vances his thesis with great force and 
evangelical zeal,

Decision for Top Men. 


These fundamental _ relation- 
ships have to do with their post- 
war military, financial, economic, 

3d political capacities, needs, in- 
tentions, and ambitions. We, for 
example, are interested in Trieste 
because it raises the question of 
how far west the Soviet Union is 
going to extend its power. 

The Russians are interested in 
our interest in Bulgarian and Ro- 
manian elections because of how 
close,to their own borders the 
British and Americans are going 
to extend their power. Issues of 
this kind cannot be settled by 
Foreign Ministers. 

We must not, therefore, jump to 
the conclusion that we cannot 
make a world peace settlement 
merely because it has been dem- 
onstrated again, as it was before 
Teheran, before Yalta, and at San 
Francisco before the Hopkins mis- 
sion to Moscow, that the basic is- 
sues of power and influence can 
be dealt with only by the chiefs 
of states. 

That is no reflection whatever 
on the Foreign Ministers. It is 
only another way of saying that 
they do not have final authority 
on issues which cannot be settled 
without final authority. 

The war has ended with the 
military frontier of the Soviet 
Union extended westward to the 
Oder River, that is to say, to the 
center of Europe and the suburbs 
of Berlin. The war has ended 
with the military frontier of the 
United States extended westward 
to Okinawa and Saipan, that is to 
say, at the near approaches by 
sea and air to all the important 
regions of eastern Asia. 

No power exists on earth which 
could compel either the Soviet 
Union or the United States to 
draw back from these new mili- 
tary frontiers. These are struc- 
tural changes in the world situa- 
tion within which the world settle- 
ment has to be made. 


The Basic Issue. 


The crucial question is what is 
to develop behind these new mili- 
tary frontiers. Now it is of the ut- 
most importance that we should 
see this question objectively our- 
selves if we are to prevail upon the 
Russians to see it objectively also. 

We cannot, for example, declare, 
as we have in the directive to 
Gen. MacArthur, that “in the event 
of any differences of opinion 
among” the principal Allied pow- 
ers “the policies of the United 
States will govern,” and then ex- 
pect Mr. Byrnes to persuade Mr. 
Molotoy that it is wrong for the 
Soviet Union to act “unilaterally” 
in Romania and Bulgaria. 

The basic issue in eastern Eu- 
rope is whether the small coun- 
tries in the Russian orbit are to 
be organized for the defense of 
Soviet security or for the expan- 
sion of the Soviet power. This is- 
sue has taken the form of a con- 
troversy over elections and guar- 
anties of civil liberty. 

In London and Washington, the 
contention is that while we are

the political spearheads of all the 
anti-Soviet forces of the western 
world. 


Mutual Suspicions. 


Therefore, just as we are seek- 
ing to determine whether the So- 
viet Union has a defensive or ag- 
gressive intent in its military or- 
bit, so Moscow is seeking to deter- 
mine whether our political interest 
in that orbit is what it professes 
to be, o1 is the cover for an inter- 
vention designed to push them 
back to where they were in 1939. 

Mr. Molotov’s way of counter- 
ing British-American intervention 
in the Russian-orbit has been to 
make a spectacular gesture of in- 
tervention in the British Mediter- 
ranean orbit. It is a way of say- 
ing that if there are to be no 
spheres of influence, then there 
are to be no spheres of influence: 
if Mr. Bevin wants to lay down 
the law in Bucharest, then Mr. 
Molotov will begin to lay down the 
law in Athens, Tripoli, and any- 
where else where it is sure to an- 
noy Mr. Bevin. 


We must not imagine, however, 
that the Soviet Union has forgot- 
ten about the United States be- 
cause at London Mr. Molotov has 
been twisting the lion’s tail. Amer- 
ican power and purpose are the 
paramount considerations in Mos- 
cow just as Russian power and 
purpose are paramount in Wash- 
ington. 

Stalin and Molotov are quite 
well aware that the arrangement 
of our Pacific bases, the size and 
character of our projected amphi- 
biou: forces and air power, and 
all the excitement about the 
atomic bomb, are not now con- 
cerned with Japan but with the 
authority of our influence in East- 
ern Asia. 

We may think of our Pacific 
policy as something separate from 
our European. But the Sovietg 
will think, whatever they find it 
expedient to say, of our whole 
policy as indivisible. So we had 
might as well face the real issue 
bluntly and brutally. 


Up to Moscow and Us. 


The question in Moscow is 
whether the United States is drift- 
ing, or perhaps deliberately mov- 
ing toward becoming the center 
of an anti-Soviet coalition. The 
question in Washington is whether 
the Soviet Union is moving to dis- 
organize the western world and 
China, on the principle of divide 
and rule. 

Whether there is to be a long 
peace or an even more destructive 
world war depends on whether 
Moscow and Washington can con- 
vince each other that neither 
needs to fear what each of them 
does in fact fear. That cannot be 
done by arguing about the fron- 
tier line in Istria or about: the 
election laws in Romania. It will 
require direct and absolutely frank 
discussion, with no questions re-

The four soldiers were with him 
in the prison camp at Cabana- 
tuan, Murphy said, and they were 
caught by a Japanese sentry as 


they gathered sticks just outside | 
the enclosure for a fire to cook 
their food. 

“They were marched back to 
the enclosure,” he continued, “tied 
hand and foot and set out in the 
hot sun for all the other prisoners 
to see. They were left for three 
days without hats, and food and 


with only a little water. They 
practically went mad from the| 


heat.” 
At the end of three days the | 
men were told they could choose 
to remain where they were for | 
another 72 hours or to be exe- 
cuted. They chose death. 
“They were untied,” Murphy 
said, “dragged back into a build- 
ing. adjoining the one in which 
I was held and there they were 
beaten all night. I could hear the 


blows falling on them and I could 
hear their cries for mercy.” 

The next afternoon, Murphy re- 
lated, the men were marched out 
into the compound and forced to 
stand in shallow graves. that 
fellow prisoners had been com- 
pelled to dig for them. Each man 
was given a glass of water and 
a cigarette. Then they were blind- 
folded. 

“The four Americans didn’t 
falter,” Murphy concluded. “They 
just stood there facing their exe- 
cutioners. The Japs fired and 
three of the men fell backward 
into their graves. The fourth was 
badly mangled. He tried to crawl 
out, but a Jap officer ran up and 
shot him with a pistol three or 
four times. I saw the Jap kick 
the body back into the grave and 
then fire the last shots into the 
heads of the other three soldiers.”

Chewing Gum Patch for Bomber. 
Chewing gum, adhesive tape 
and baling’ wire was used by Lt. 
H. Wayne Dickerson, 4335 Wyo- 
ming street, and other members 
of his crew to patch up their 
Superfortress, crippled by 20 en- 
emy fighters who attacked after 
a mission against Omura, Japan, 
last November, he said yesterday. 
The ‘veteran navigator is now 
home on leave after completing 35 
combat missions in the Pacific 
area. | 
“We used gum to fill holes in 
the fuselage to keep the plane’s 
pressurized cabin intact, so that 
we could fly over high mountains 


near our base 300 miles away,’ 
Dickerson said. “The adhesive 
tape was applied to holes in the 
fuel line, and I can’t remember 
what we did with the baling wire 
—but we used it.” 

The St. Louis flyer navigated 
the crippled ship to a field just 
inside Allied lines in China, and 
the pilot made a forced landing 
on the tiny strip. It was nearly 
disastrous. “When the _ plane 
came to a stop, we were only a 
few feet from a deep drainage 
ditch, and our gas tanks were 
empty,” he said. 

For his participation in the ex- 
ploit, Lt. Dickerson received the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. He 
also holds an Oak Leaf Cluster in 
lieu of a second award, and the 
Air Medal with four Oak Leaf 
Clusters. 

Lt. Dickerson told of another 
mission against the enemy, in 
which the Superfortress flew 
through a typhoon so severe that 
rivets popped off the wing. They 
flew in the storm nearly two 
hours, he said, at an altitude of 
22,000 feet. 

Lt. Dickerson, who is 25 years 
old, participated in the first Su- 
perfortress raid on June 5, 1944, 
in a mission against Bangkok, 
Siam, and on Aug. 14—the last 
day of the war—he took part in 
the final mission by American 
bombers against Honshu, Japan. 
His parents are Mr. and Mrs.

He 
won the Saratoga Cup race, one 
of the East’s most highly prized 
classics, for four consecutive 
years. 

Exterminator carried from 130 
to 140 pounds in 35 of his 100 
races at all distances from 
sprints to cup events, with a 
record of ‘having finished first 
in 20, second three times and 
third five times. . . . He packed 
lead like a truck and brought it 
home in front, despite the dead 
weight in his saddle bags. 

His peak year was 1922, when

‘New $3 Deer Tags to Go 
-~ On Sale in Two Weeks 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 27 


(AP) — Tags which will permit 


hunters to bag one well-antlered buck .during the Nov, 1-3 deer 
season will go on sale within two weeks, the State Conservation 


Commission announced, 

All Missourians who want their 
shot at the swift animal must buy 
the special deer license in addi- 
tion to a resident hunting permit, 
the commission added, and no out- 
of-state nimrods will be allowed 
to hunt deer in Missouri. 

Deer tags will go on sale in 
county clerks’ offices throughout 
the state and in the office of the 
City License Collector of St. Louis. 

The commission also confirmed 
that: The season would be one 
day longer this year, one more 
county would be added (Phelps), 
and one buck old enough to have 
at least one forked antler would 
be allowed per hunter, 

The 21 counties in which deer 
hunting will be legal are Bollinger, 
Butler, Carter, Crawford, Dent, 
Franklin, Gasconade, Iron, Mad- 
ison, Oregon, Osage, Perry, Phelps, 
Reynolds, Ripley, St. Francois, 
Ste. Genevieve, Shannon, Taney, 
Washington and Wayne. 
| Other rules will be the same 
as last year. " 

From 6:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
the first three days in November, 
Missouri’s shotgun and rifle de- 
votees can stalk bucks, but will 
be limited to use of a charge pro- 
pelling only a single ball or slug. 
Buckshot will be illegal and dogs 


strictly not allowed. 
Rifles of any caliber may be) 
used, and the commission reports’

that 80 per cent of the 519 bucks 
killed last year were felled with 
large caliber rifles. Twelve came 
down before .22 rifles, 8 per cent 
to shotguns and one hunter killed 
his buck with a bow and arrow. 

All hunters are required to mail 
the designated half of the tag to 
the commission and give the es- 
sential information. A lucky hunt- 
er must immediately attach the 
other part of his tag to the antlers 
of his buck, 

Any carcass to be divided in the 
field must first be inspected at 
one of the inspéction stations to 
be set up throughout the deer 
country, Asbury Roberts, chief of 
the commission’s protection divi- 
sion, said. Unless the buck is to 
be cut up and transported in 
parts, Roberts added, field inspec- 
tion and stamping are not neces- 
sary. 

The commission warned hunters 
against getting so eager that they 
set up camp more than 24 hours 
before the season opens or con- 
tinue in the field more than 12 
hours after legal shooting is 
ended. 

Hunters also were reminded 
that parks, refuges and sanctu- 
aries under jurisdiction of the 
state and co-operative refuges 
posted by the commission are not 
legal hunting grounds, nor can 
carcasses be transported through 
such territory.

ROM now on we'll be hearing 

much news about food whose 

preparation is being shifted 
from the home to the factory. 
Such preparation includes’ the 
cleaning and dicing of vegetables 
and putting them into moisture- 
proof cellophane packages, such as 
assorted yegetables for the making 
of soups or combination salads. 
Such vegetables will be sold in the 
fresh raw stage as well as frozen. 
There will also. be beautiful chops 
and steaks sold in cellophane 
wrappings and cut just to the 
thickness you prefer. These will 
not be just from our regular meat 
animals but will be from fish, 
dear, elk, etc, 

The reports are that we can ex- 
pect some 45-pound tom-turkeys to 
have their meaty breasts cut into 
small turkey steaks, and the dark 
meat possibly ground for turkey- 
burgers. Some of the frozen food 
specialists are figuring on prepar- 
ing full plate dinners all arranged 
on a plate and ready to slip into 
the oven to heat up. You can serve 
this dinner right on the plate and 
the best part of all is that you are 
expected to throw away the plate! 
Since I love to cook, the plate 
dinner does not strongly interest 
me, but throwing away the plate 
has an especially strong appeal. 

Steak and Kidney Pie. 

Split one beef kidney and re- 
move core. Soak one-half hour in 
one quart water to which two ta- 
blespoons vinegar have been add- 
ed, then drain, dice and saute until 
lightly browned in two tablespoons 
of bacon dripping or other fat. 
Barely cover with water, add one 
teaspoon salt, and simmer slowly 
until tender, about 45 minutes. Add 
water from time to time as need- 
ed, te keep covered with liquid. 
Cut one-fourth pound of small 
white onions into halves or quar- 
ters and saute in two tablespoons 
of bacon drippings or other fat 
until slightly browned; add one 
pound ground round or chuck and 
one teaspoon salt and continue 
cooking over moderate heat, stir- 
ring frequently, for 20 minutes, or 
until meat is nicely browned. 
Meanwhile cook one pound diced 

peeled potatoes until tender

The only 
difficulty is that we are now in 
somewhat the same position as we 
were in ’32, when plans had to be 
made quickly and were much more 
experimental than most people 
liked, The situation was so des- 
perate then, however, that every- 
one was willing to try.

I am 
sure neither my brother nor any of those other men who expect 
such wonders have any idea what a terrible rise there has been 
in the cost of living since they went overseas. My sister-in-law, 
like many another service man's wife, is so anxious for her 
husband to be with her again, yet she dreads his return for she 
knows she'll be called to an accounting and there will be trouble 
because she has been obliged to use most of that allotment.

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Recent Hurricane Serves to Recall Ter rible Storm of 1928---At Least 2000 Killed

MIAMI, Fila., Sept. 26. 

HE recent hurricane which 
T swert into Florida and the 

Southeast Coast with compara- 
tively little loss of life serves to 
recall the Florida Everglades hur- 
ricane of 1928, as savage a storm 
as this continent has even known, 
when, in a few hours, at least 
2000 ’Glades people lost their lives, 
and a region the size of Delaware 
was utterly devastated. The ba- 
rometer dropped to the lowest 
point it had ever recorded in 
America. Gales whipped to more 
than 100 miles an hour. 

That September the Everglades 
had been booming as never before, 
In the heart of the ’Glades, the 
persistent overflows of Lake Okee- 
chobee, which had made the 
‘Glades an oozing swampland, ap- 
peared to have been controlled by 
dikes and drainage canals. The 
district’s biggest planting of win- 
ter vegetables had just begun. 
Tractors growled through the 
muck fields like terriers; in seed 
stores and supply houses, clerks 
labored half the night, Although 
still wild country, infested with 
water moccasins, alligators and 
wildcats, the region ranked with 
the world’s best farming land. 
Rich crops, as many as three a 
season, seemed to spring up at the 
touch of a plow. Sales of produce 
to northern markets ran more 
than $2,500,000 a year. 

Yet for all its prosperity, the 
region lay fearfully vulnerable to 
storms. From Lake Okeechobee 
eastward to Palm Beach the land 
stretches flat as a floor—a made- 
to-order arena for wild winds and 
floods. Jammed in shacks and 
tents on that lowland lived some 
5000 itinerant field laborers. Few 
could be reached by telephone; not 
one family in a hundred owned a 
radio. Okeechobee, 30 miles in 
diameter, lay above the level of 
most of the farms, but new levees 
circled the lake, Unfortunately the 
levees, built of muck and marl, 
were about as durable as porridge, 
and rose only a few feet above the 
lake’s high-water mark. There 
had been a warning; in the 1926 
hurricane the levees had broken 
near Moore Haven and 400 had 
drowned, 

Still, nobody worried. 

During August and early Sep- 
tember, 1928, three feet of rain 
fell on the lake and on the ’Clades. 
The half dozen canals from Okee- 
chobee ran bankfull. The lake 
waters crep closer and closer to 
the ‘crest of the levees. Let a high 
wind rise, and the levees would 
g0. Meanwhile, 3500 miles away, 
near the coast of Africa, a storm 
was lazily gathering momentum. 

The first hint of this tempest 
came from the American freighter 
S. 5S. Commack, lunging through 
massive swells off Barbados on 
the morning of Sept. 10. The wor- 
ried captain noted that the barom- 
eter had fallen to 29.94 and flashed 
a report. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 12, the 
storm screamed into the island of 
Guadeloupe. When it turned out 
to sea, 660 were dead, 

By now the hurricane had be- 
come a giant 235 miles in diame- 
ter, with gales whose ferocity ap- 
palled observers. It hit Puerto 
Rico on Thursday morning. By 
evening more than 200,000 people 
were homeless; uncounted hun- 
dreds had died. 

The storm now developed an 
elephantine capriciousness. For 
the next two days—Friday and 
Saturday—it seemed the _ great 
wind funnel intended to pass east 
of the Bahamas. Up to Saturday, 
the Weather Bureau, watching 
the storm’s path curve eastward, 
was predicting that the hurricane 
would not hit Florida at all. Not 
until noon Sunday did the people 
of the Everglades learn that the 
storm had suddenly veered to- 
ward them.

HERE were ,only a few hours 
z to prepare, In the little farming 

communities bordering Lake 
Okeechobee to the south and east 
couriers quickly organized to 
spread the alarm. Businessmen 
of South Bay drove about the 
countryside, collected 211 men, 
women and children, and placed 
them on a big barge in the lake 
for safety. Dr. William J. Buck 
of Belle Glade dispatched trucks 
to outlying sections to round up 
everyone who could be induced to 
leave home. Many stubbornly re- 
fused. But by late afternoon 500 
people had been crammed into 
the two-story Glades Hotel and 
150 more into the Belle Glade 
Hotel, across the road. 

In midafternoon the wind began 
to blow steadily out of the north, 
By 6 p.m. it was a howling gale. 
The huddled groups in the two 
hotels watched in awe as the wind 
tipped over automobiles and rolled 
them down the street. A huge 
roof sailed by at treetop height; 
a farm wagon rose, its wheels 
gently turning, and disappeared 
skyward. Only the loudest shout 
could be heard above the hollow, 
drumlike tolling of the wind.

Hysterical women, shrieking pray- 
ers, could not be heard at all. 
Then, at the storm's height, came 
a deluge of rain that drove hori- 
zontally in bulletlike . fusillades. 

On Okeechobee the gale pushed 
thousands of tons of water relent- 
lessly before it. At the north end 
the lake literally blew from its 
bottom. Roaring crests, high as 
two-story buildings, scudded 
southward to rip and chew at the 
levees. Along 21 miles of the 
southeastern shore waves sudden- 
ly topped the dikes, They crurm- 
bled, out swept an avalanche of 
water 10 feet high, rumbling 
hoarsely above the wind, 
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ITHIN a few minutes the 
W flood raged over Belle Glade, 

its crest toothed with tele- 
phone poles, uprooted trees, whole 
buildings. The Belle Glade Hotel 
was smashed from its foundations 
—then it grounded and held. In 
the Glades Hotel Dr. Buck and oth- 
er men moved women and children 
to the second floor. Men were 
placed on the stairs according to 
height; the water crept to within 
a foot and a half of the first floor 
ceiling. Outside, houses slid past 
with survivors raising imploring 
arms; bodies eddied in the hotel’s 
doorway, then disappeared. Of 
Belle Glade’s 50 homes and busi- 
ness buildings, only the two hotels 
and a warehouse survived. Almost 
all of the inhabitants who had 
failed to seek refuge in the hotels 
met death. 

In the town of Pelican Bay, not 
one building was strong enough 
to withstand the hurricane. Half 
the town’s 450 people stuck to 
their homes; the rest started on 
foot to Belle Glade, Flood and 
wind struck both groups, and 
every soul perished, 

Elsewhere the tragic pattern 
was repeated. In their home on 
Ritta Island in Lake Okeechobee, 
C. E. Thomas and his wife and 
six children had no warning of the 
storm until the wind began to 
whip up huge combers. No boat 
could live to reach the mainland. 
Soon water began to bubble up 
through the floor boards. Hys- 
terically, the family scrambled 
onto furniture, then up to the 
attic as ceiling-high waves raced 
through the living room. The 
father chopped a hole in the roof 
with an ax, climbed out, and 
turned to hoist up the first child. 

“Spray coming over the ridge 
pole half-blinded me,” he said 
later, “and the wind tried to pry 
under my body and lift me clear. 
Just as I reached down through 
the hole in the door I saw the butt 
end of an immense tree coming 
toward the house, and a split sec- 
ond later it struck.” 

The tree smashed _ straight 
through the building. Thomas rode 
free on a section of roof, as the 
house and his family disappeared 
in a welter of water. The next 
day, battered and half-conscious, 
he was rescued by a boat. The 
bodies of his wife and children 
were ultimately found miles away. 

As the night wore on, horror 
piled on horror. On every hum- 
mock, fear - crazed poisonous 
snakes struck:and writhed among 
the survivors. Dennis Flynn, a 
Pahokee farmer, sought refuge 
in a tree after his house blew 
away. All night he had to battle 
snakes which sought the same 
refuge. One father, who had fled 
with his little boy to high ground 
held the child out of reach of the 
snakes until, bitten repeatedly, he 
fell unconscious; in a few minutes, 
both boy and father perished. 


Toward midnight the wind and 
wild waters rose to a crescendo; it 


seemed nothing living could es- 
cape. On Torrey Island in the 
lake, 21 persons clambered to the 
ceiling timbers of a packing house 
as the flood stormed in. The 
building disintegrated under grind- 
ing waves and nine of the 21 
died, 

The wind blew on and on, All 
lights had gone long since; over 
the churning, rain-pocked waves 
was nothing but the whistling gale 
and terror. 

The night held epics of courage. 
One of the most heart-warming 
was the story of 12-year-old Thel- 
ma Martin. When the flood burst 
the Martins’ flimsy bungalow 
apart, Thelma seized her 2-year- 
old brother, Aaron, and her 7- 
year-old sister, Ernestine, and 
fought her way to a floating log. 
The log boomed off in the dark- 
ness; finally the little group 
lodged against a banyan tree. 
Pinned beneath debris throughout 
the night, Thelma saved Aaron 
from drowning by holding him up 
against the tree with her one free 
hand. When morning and rescue 
came, Thelma’s legs were so bat- 


tered that she could not walk. At 
the hospital she learned that her 


mother had been drowned and her 
13-year-old brother killed by a fly- 
ing timber. 

Miraculously, some families sur- 
vived the wind and flood in safe- 
ty. J. R. Reese, his wife and 
eight children rode out the wild 
night in the attic of their home as 
it floated for hours in the torrent, 
When the house finally grounded, 
the family tore a hole in the roof 
and peered out. They had come 
to rest on the edge of a canal, 
only five feet from a millrace of 
water crashing by at express- 
irain speed, 

Soon after midnight the wind 
slackened and died. At dawn the 
survivors peered out at the con- 
tinuing rain as the flood still rose. 
Bodies were lodged at grotesque 
angles on every mud bank; nudg- 
ing against them were carcasses 
of horses, cattle and hogs. From 
Lake Okeechobee to Palm Beach 
—a distance of 45 miles—scarcely 
a human habitation remained 
standing. 

Rescue crews who pushed into 
the flooded Glades by boat looked 
upon scenes that suggested the 


end of the world. Muck-blackened 
waters nine feet deep covered 
much of the region. Only bulks of 
shattered houses remained. Dead 
mothers clasped drowned children 
to their bosoms. 

The crews tied floating bodies 
together and towed them to con- 
centration points. Occasionally, as 
the rafts of the dead passed the 
canal banks, a frantically search- 
ing survivor would recognize a 
husband, wife or child by familiar 
clothing. The raft would be eased 
into the bank for a moment until 
identification was complete. Then 
the corpses, revolving slowly in 
the propellor wash, would glide on.

OR years afterward, Ever- 
F glades farmers plowed up 

bodies in their fields. Many 
corpses had been buried forever 
in mud bands or beneath tons of 
debris. Because so many of the 
victims were itinerant workers, no 
census of the missing was pos- 
sible. Residents estimated that 
2500 had perished. 

Under the glaring September 
sun, bodies began to decompose. 
The stench poisoned the air and 
the specter of disease spread, In 
West Palm Beach the roar of 
steam shovels digging burial 
trenches for the Glades’ dead 
could be heard throughout the 
night. Nearly 700 lay in one such 
grave. By the fourth day, bodies 
could no longer be identified; they 
were simply dumped wherever a 
high spot of ground could be 
found, saturated with oil and set 
afire. Crazed and sleepless sur- 
vivors, still seeking missing rela- 
tives, had to be forced from these 
funeral pyres by brute force. 

Radio and newspapers drama- 
tized the catastrophe to the na- 
tion. A special train carrying 
suplies came from Miami; shows 
in New York set aside the pro- 
ceeds of performances for the 
sufferers; the American Legion 
raised $87,000 to help ruined 
Glades dwellers buy seeds, ferti- 
lizer and tools. 

Even the terror of that de- 
vastating storm failed to crush 
the people’s spirits. They had 
only one question: when could 
they go home again? 

Today they. are home, and the 
Glades are roaring with prosper- 
ity. In 1943 the War Food Ad- 
ministration awarded the region's 
farmers its “A” flag for their 
achievements in raising desper- 
ately needed food. Last year 
vegetable sales alone totaled $20.- 
000,000. Although another hurri- 
cane can always strike, authori- 
ties believe that Lake Okeechobee 
is barred forever from rampaging 
over the farms. A great dike has 
been built, 85 miles long and 20 
feet above the normal level of 
the lake. The land—acre for acre 
the richest in the nation—is safe 
from a repetition of the terror 
and tragedy of the terrible hurri- 
cane of ‘28.

West led the spade nine; dummy 
and East played low, and declarer 
won with the ace. (It would 
have been a major error for South 
to hold up the ace, since West 
would have continued the suit and 
established it for Eaat.) 

Now, sure that he could count 
on two heart tricks because the 
king must be with East, for his 
overeall, declarer wisely led a dia- 
mond toward dummy and, when 
West played the seven, put in the 
eight. East won, of course, but 
successful defense was out of the 
question. 

It required little vision on 
West's part to foresee this pre- 
cise course of play. It was not 
merely possible but likely, on the 
bidding, that South had only two 
diamonds, hence he would be glad 
to make a safety play. It was 
West's job to prevent that play! 
Certainly, the diamond ten was of 
no great value, as a_ potential 
trick, hence West should have put 
in that card on the first lead of 
the suit. This, of course, would 
have forced declarer to win the 
trick in dummy—unless he pre- 
ferred to let West lead another 
spade through the queert 

That simple play by West 
would have sufficed to break the 
contract. It is, however, interest- 
ing to note that South could have 
forestalled such a coup by a rath- 
er involved plan. If he cashed 
one club before leading the dia- 
mond, he could capture West’s ten 
and re.urn a heart. East’s best 
play would be the heart jack or 
king, and he would be given the 
trick. Now East could do no bet- 
ter than to lead another heart. 
South would finesse, draw East’s 
last heart, cash the other club 
trick, then cash the remaining 
top diamonds and throw East in 
with a diamond. Each would 
have to concede the spade queen 
and another diamond.

“BOUDOIR” — Originally the 
Place in Which My Lady Sulked! 
TRAIGHT French, “boudoir” 
was adopted into the English 
language without change of a 
letter. 

“Boudoir” is commonly used for 
“bedroom,” more especially a 
lady’s, but that is not how it 
started. 

Deriving from the 
bouder, to pout or 
boudoir was originally a 
luxuriously furnished room to 
which milady retired when, for 
any reason, she wished to be quite 
alone, It was her own room, her 
very own, and to it she repaired 
for utter privacy—to work off a 
pique, to rest undisturbed, or to 
entertain a most intimate friend. 

Soon after the introduction of 
“boudoir” into English, it § ac- 
quired a usage it never had in 
France, that for a man’s private 
room as well, an elegant version 
of our “den.” Hence there ap- 
pears in a letter of Cowper’s to a 
friend, dated 1785: 

“T write in a nook that I call 
my boudoir.” 

The strangeness to modern ears 
of calling a man’s “den” his 
boudoir shows the changes that 
take place in the life of words, 
as of humans.
